on the job classification.

Fatalities 
Decline 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
Alan A. Mackey released figures 
that show a decline in the number 
of highway fatalities for the first 
half of 1977. 

Records at the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles for the period 
January 1 through midnight, 
June 30, 1977, revealed 302 
fatalities on Massachusetts 
highways compared to 344 for the 
same period last year and 433 in 
1975. 

This represents a 12.2 percemt 
decrease over last year and a 30.3 
percent decrease over 1975. 

Registrar Mackey said that the 
figures are encouraging and 
directly reflect a willingness on 
the part of Massachusetts 
drivers to obey the 55-mile-per- 
hour speed limit.

the amendment offers a 
readiness model — an attempt 
to deal with the fact that 
children develop at different 
rates and ages. 

Seifert specifecally requested 
the one-year time period, which 
will be followed by a serious 
review. If parents can’t accept 
it when the administraion 
recommends a child be held 
back, he said — if ther’s too 
much negative reaction the 
first year — then he said he 
would ask that the arbitrary 
date of September 1 be used, 
period. 

The cutoff date was first 
questioned a few months ago by 
Committeeman Joseph Finn, 
and at a subsequent meeting, a 
group of kindergarten teachers 
reported that many youngsters 
whose birthdays fall between 
September 1 and January 1 are 
not ready for kindergarten and 
in fact detract from the ex- 
perience for others.

‘‘ and I would hate to think we 
would lose it because some peo- 
ple don’t like a policy.” 

Alan Doerr, who really would 
have preferred to do without 
the amendment, called it ‘‘an 
attempt to do the best for the 
most.” He said alot of parents 
may feel their children can 
start early, but as one who 
started early himself, asked if 
it were fair to force an in- 
dividual to do so much in too 
short a time. He said the trend 
is to push college courses down 
to high school and high school 
courses to the lower grades. 

‘When,’ he asked, ‘‘is this 
going to end?” _ 

Colleague Elaine Viehmann, 
who also voted against the 
change on the first pass, said 
the amendment went along with 
her interest in more flexibility 
for this age, but added that she 
wished the flexibility were at 
the other end of kindergarten 
too, so youngsters who weren’t 
ready to go on to first grade 
would be held back. 

The policy also provides that 
youngsters who are six before 
September 1, or those who have 
completed kindergarten, are 
eligible-to enter first grade. 

Diane Derby of 63 Center St. 
was the first parent to speak up, 
and called for changes in 
kindergarten itself to enable it 
to meet ‘‘the widely varying 


who have attended pre-school 
for one year, some for two 
years, and some not at all. She 
said the stimulation from home 
environments also varies great- 
ly. 
‘Would children who aren’t 
mature enough benefit by 
another year at home,”’ she ask- 
ed, ‘‘or more by a kindergarten 
program that met their 
needs?”’ 

Seifert said the kindergarten 
teachers had indicated that the 
wide range of youngsters forces 
them, from human and energy 
standpoints, to teach to the 
majority. For the most part, he 
said, teachers must go toward

older. There will be some ex- 
perience in that extra year that 
will help them adapt to school.” 

Ahouse added that in talking 
to teachers, one clear-cut dis- 
crimination in the overall pic- 
ture was age. He said most 
youngsters with earlier 
birthdates can be picked out 
even up through third grade. 

Joan Abramson, 27 Kathleen 
Drive, questioned how well 
researched the change was, and 
asked why not leave the cutoff 
at January 1 and allow 
youngsters four months 
younger to be tested for early 
entry. 

Finn, noting that he wouldn’t 
have recommended the change 
if it hadn’t been well research- 
ed, said the weight of opiniun is 
that the difference in age would 
reap substantial benefit to all 
children. He said his opinion 
was substantiated by the 
kindergarten teachers who had 
experienced it, by other com- 
munities that have had satisfac- 
tory experience with the change 
and generally agree that 
September 1 is the better of the 
two dates. 

Mrs. Viehmann added that 
just as some youngsters can 
walk at 12 months while others 
can’t until they’re 16 months, 
there’s still a difference in 
motor development in the four- 
month time period being dis- 
cussed. The older youngsters, 
she said, may have a better 
motor skills with which to 
write. 

While the changeover would 
be an inconvenience for the 


biggest problem in age 


differences actually occurs at 
grades 7, 8 and 9 ‘‘when 
maturation levels really 
differ.”’

WASHINGTON -- Don’t hold 
your breath, but there may be 
some reforms on Capitol Hill. 

We've been exposing con- 
gressional junkets for years, 
many of which were all-ex- 
pense-paid vacations in official 
guise. Now the House Ethics 
Committee has called in a 
team of government accoun- 
tants to investigate junkets. 

The accountants will try to 
determine how many of the 
fact-finding missions were 
really pleasure trips. This 
might begin to curb the travel 
abuses. 

The Senate’s new code of 
ethics will also bar a retired 
senator, hereafter, from 
returning to Capitol Hill as a 
lobbyist for one year after he 
leaves office. 

Unfortunately, the House 
hasn't yet adopted this reform. 
Lobbying has become a 
favorite occupation for defeat- 
ed congressmen. For example, 
former Rep. James O'Hara, D.- 
Mich., was an outspoken sup- 
porter of the auto workers last 
year. He was defeated in a try 
for the Senate, and now has 
turned up as a lobbyist for Gen- 
eral Motors.

Ballot boxes are 
even carried into the hospitals 
so that the sick and infirm can 
mark an “X” after Kim’s name. 
Not surprisingly, he is always 
elected unanimously, with a 
100 per cent voter turnout. 

COFFEEPOT TEMPEST -- 
The price of coffee is beginning 
to ease down again, but still 
costs three times more than it 
did a year ago. 

The Commodity Future 
Trading Commission is sup- 
posed to reguiate the coffee 
market. But no one has been 
able to find out what the com- 
mission has done about the 
great coffee price jump. 

So Congressman Fred Rich- 

mond, D.-N.Y., asked to see the 
commission’s files to find out if 
the commission is investigating 
coffee prices. But Chairman 
William Bagley refused to open 
the files, claiming the coffee in- 
formation was confidential. 
- Richmond then sought the 
support of his congressional 
colleagues to obtain the infor- 
mation from the commission. 
This enraged Bagley, who fired 
off a nasty letter to Richmond, 
accusing the congressman of 
using intimidating tactics. 


Meanwhile, we still don't 
know whether the coffee shor- 
tage was real or whether 
coffee prices were rigged. 

CARTER’S MAIL -- Letters 
have been blowing into the 
White House like leaves in a 
windstorm. President Carter 
has received letters from 
Americans of all descriptions. 

We have seen some of the 
president's private mail. Most 
of the letters are friendly and 
folksy. Almost everyone, it 
seems, would like to have the 
president over for dinner or a 
visit. He receives more than 
4,000 invitations a month. 

One touching letter came 
from a home for the elderly in 
Cincinnati. It was written by 
the staff and told Carter that 
most of the residents depend on 
Medicare. A visit would mean 
so much to them, the letter 
said. 

A first-grade class in New 
York sent the president a 
poster-sized invitation to attend 
their “ice cream social.” A 
senior citizens group in Mary- 
land asked Jimmy and 
Rosalynn to come to a “VERY 
senior prom.” 

An Allentown, Pa., couple in- 
vited the president to their 
son's birthday party and a 
Massachusetts bridegroom 
wants to take the Carters out 
for a night on the town with his 
new bride. 

Almost all of these requests, 
of course, have to be turned 
down. The president doesn't 
have the time for very many 
social visits. But his private 
mail is beginning to convince 
us that his take-it-to-the-people 
campaign has caught on.

Time To ‘Summerize’ 


tion in simmer, as well as in 
winter. You may think of it.as a 
winter product that lowers the 
freezing point of the radiator 
fluid, but it also raises the boiling 
point, thus reducing the danger of 
engine overheating. 

**For most cars, the 
recommended strength (Usually 
50¢ antifreeze to 50¢ water) is the 
same winter and summer. For 
cars with air conditioning, it 
might be as great as 70¢-30¢. You 
should check your owner’s 
manual. 

“Tf you are planning to tow a 
trailer, a 70¢ solution may be 
helpful, if your car’s engine tends 
to overheat.”’ 

The AAA official also 
recommended checking all 
radiator hoses for cracks or loose 
connections. 

Commenting on engine oil, 
O'Neil pointed out: ‘‘Some 
motorists use the same type of 
multiviscosity oil all year round. 
Others prefer a light weight oil in 
winter and a heavy oil in 
summer. Multiviscosity oils are 
usually designated as 10w-30, 
10w-40, etc. Light oils are 
designated 10 or 20, while heavy 
oils are 30, 40, or 50.”
